municipalities. With the combined 
credit of the municipalities behind it 
the system could be extended as 
rapidly as business warranted and 
would be operated in the general in- 
terests of the shareholding corpora- 
tions. Each of these would of 
course have a voice in the manage- 
ment of the system.
